some smooth pavmg material. A cobble 
street ia very uoiflyau'd would prove to be 
a great nuisance to residence property 
If anyone doubts this, let bim stop over 
uight in Cincinnati, or nny other city, at 
a hotel on a cobbled street. The writer 
has tried it and knows (.met what it is. 
When the crossings are taken into con- 
bidoratiou brick or any smooth substance 
becomes about ns cheap as cobblestone, 
as by raising the surface you make nn ex- 
cellent crossing without increasing the 
cost, while with cobble you have to put iu 
expensive smooth stone crossings. I am 
told that a double^stone crossing foets 
about 8125 laid down. You can readily 
see thnt tho saving would be n big thing 
when you stop nnd think of tho number 
of crossings necessary on the streets that 
are now ordered paved. I am told that 
Mayor Chambers has a sample of brick 
in good condition that has been used for 
heavy traffic for the past thirty-five years. 
To all persons advocating cobblestone 
pavements I would say: Juet think of tbe 
noiao and jolts you will receive in 35 
years on that style of pavements which 
you can avoid by a little more outlay at 
the present.
